Report from the Chief Executive Officer

Record attendance, new exhibits, 
original special events, and tremen- 
dous support fromthe educational com- 
munity made the 1987-88 year one of 
the most exciting in the short history of 
Science North, and one in which the 
centre began to broaden its reach to 
serve residents of the entire Northern 
region. 

Arecord 270,973 visitors attended 
Science North, the Big Nickel Mine, 
and the Path of Discovery in 1987, 
compared to the previous record of 
258,145 setin 1985. Ofthe 1987 total, 
192,591 visited Science North. The 
remaining 78,382 toured either the Big 
Nickel Mine or the Path of Discovery. 

Visitors enjoyed an improved ori- 
entation and information system inthe 
centre, thanks to the introduction of a 
new $100,000 graphics system. When 
complete, each of the centre’s six 
exhibit spheres will be individually 
identified by colour coding and large 
hanging icons which symbolize their 
scientific fields. Large posters and 
marquees will identify and better pro- 
mote the centre’s four object theatres. 
“Aha!”, a whimsical cartoon character, 
has been created to eventually adorn 
explanatory signage inside the build- 
ing. “Aha!” is a universal symbol tran- 
scending age, language, culture, and 
gender to create a sense of fun and 
consistency throughout Science North. 

The first objective of Science 
North’s strategic plan is to upgrade the 
centre’s exhibit program to a consis- 
tent high quality, concentrating on six 
science spheres. The new graphics 
package is the first step in this direc- 
tion, giving the centre’s science pro- 
gramaclear focus . New exhibit devel- 
opment will provide the consistency 
the centre seeks in its exhibit program. 


Exhibit Development 





Geosphere 


Geosphere celebrated the open- 
ing of two new exhibits in 1987 — a 
highly acclaimed object theatre andan 
outstanding rock and mineral collec- 
tion. The “Sudbury Mining Show” is 
one of four innovative “object theatres” 
developed in-house to complement the 
scientific spheres. The theatres focus 
on specific science subjects using real 
objects, special lighting, slides, film, 
and sound to create an original multi- 
media presentation. 

During the Mining Show, visitors 
relax ina reconstructed “underground” 
refuge station while watching and lis- 
tening to 100 years of mining history in 
the Sudbury Basin. This18-minute, 
$90,000 presentation reflects Science 
North’s natural and exhibit related 
geological resources, as well as its 
geographic proximity to two of the 
world’s largest nickel producers. The 
production complements’ both 
Geosphere and the Big Nickel Mine. 
The Mining Show was developed in co- 
operation with Inco Ltd., Falconbridge 
Ltd., and local labour groups. 

The “Vickery Collection” was do- 
nated to Science North by the family of 
the late Cliff Vickery of Toronto, who 
amassed over 9,000 rock and mineral 
samples. The most outstanding 
samples have been placed in custom 
showcases, providing an excellent 
cross-section of this quality collection. 


Biosphere 


Biosphere continued to improve 
and expand its interpretation of natural 
science in Northern Ontario and be- 
yond. A$75,000 grant from the Minis- 
try of Natural Resources and Cana- 
dian Forestry Service (COFRDA) 
enabled the centre to contract a re- 
source person to develop a major for- 
estry exhibit. Five new interactive 
displays are being developed. 

A new bird watching exhibit has 
been in place since November 1987. 
Three outdoor feeding stations attract 
numerous bird species, much to the 
delight of Science North visitors who

observe the feathered diners from the 
comfort of the exhibit floor, aided by 
binoculars and illustrated field guides. 

Anew co-operative exhibit is a fish 
pond located beside the exhibit build- 
ing’s ground floor ramp. Two hundred 
rainbow trout fingerlings, measuring 
only 4 to 6 cmin length, were released 
into the pond by the Capreol Rainbow 
Hatchery in July. Almost one year 
later, the hatchlings, now 25 


cm in length, were large wit

enough to be released into \a.., ; 
an area lake by the Ministry gee 


of Natural Resources. 

Biosphere also added a 
fox snake and two new milk 
snakes to its collection of reptiles, 
expanding the number of live crea- 
tures that can be taken on the road 
during Science North Outreach pro- 
grams. 


Humanosphere 


Major physical improvements over 
the year significantly improved the aes- 
thetic and interactive qualities of Hu- 
manosphere’s Alex Baumann Human 
Performance Lab. Visual obstruc- 
tions surrounding the area’s underwa- 
ter weigh tank were removed and a 
window insertedtogive visitors aclose- 
up view of how body composition is sci- 
entifically measured. Anew “stair run” 





was built to allow visitors to test their 
leg power andbeside it, a “power jump 
wall” measures how high adults and 
children can leap into the air. Floor 
space around the popular treadmill was 
expanded to give the interactive ex- 
hibit more prominence.

The sphere’s SmokeLESS exhibit 
underwent an evaluation study in the 
summer of 1987. Data collected in- 
cluded whether visitor exposure to the 
hands-on exhibit influences attitudes 
toward tobacco consumption. Results 
willbe submitted to SmokeLESS spon- 
sors, the Heart and Stroke Foundation 
of Ontario, the Sudbury Nipissing Dis- 
trict Lung Association, the Canadian 
Cancer Society - Ontario Division, and 
the Ontario Ministry of Health, as well 
as tothe educational community andto 
the public via Science North. 


Atmosphere 

Atmosphere concentrated on main- 
taining an already high quality exhibit 
area with a few simple, yet effective, 


additions. A new “bubble exhibit”, 
which utilizes six different fluids todem- 
onstrate the principles of air flow, has 
proven very popular and is an excellent 
example of how scientific principles 
can be tied to everyday life. 

A map display and computer pro- 
gram were developed for an air quality 
index station operated by Science North 
on behalf of the Ministry of the Environ- 
ment. Staff also took part inrenewable 
energy and weather instrument work- 
shops in Northern Ontario, to favour- 
able reviews. 


Infosphere 

Infosphere was physically adapted 
to provide more counter space for com- 
puters and to spotlight popular exhibits 
such as its Fairlight synthesizer. New 





exhibits include a computer graphics 
system called “The Studio”, which al- 
lows visitors to create and display their 
own computerized art, and two new 
Amiga compuiers which “digitize” art. 

Infosphere has also introduced a 
new animation program, developed 
with the assistance of local students 
who created the animated images. The 
program, as well as exhibit software 
developed in other spheres of the 
centre, was sent to a school for devel- 
opmentally handicapped children in 
London, Ont., for testing in an educa- 
tional environment. The evaluation 
was extremely positive and will be con- 
sidered during internal development of 
further software packages. Infosphere 
also completed a pollution display 
system for ICON computers in Atmos- 
phere and supported activities in As- 
trosphere related to networking with 
other computer and communications 
systems. 


Astrosphere 

Astrosphere embarked on an ex- 
citing new program established by 
NASA “teacher-in-space’ finalists. The 
centre is networking with profession- 
als, teachers and students across North 
America via “Compuserve”, a sophisti- 
cated personal computer information 
network. This network will involve local 
students in the development of scien- 
tific experiments suitable forthe Ameri- 
can space shuttle program. 

Work also began on a new Sud- 
bury Neutrino Observatory Exhibit 
which illustrates a proposal, developed 
by 30 international scientists, to build 
a $37 million laboratory deep within a 
local mine shaft. It will be used to 
observe elusive neutrinos, tiny par- 
ticles of energy fromthe Sun and future 
Supernovae, through 7,000 feet of 
rock with greater sensitivity and preci- 
sion than anywhere else in the world. 
The Neutrino Observatory is current 
science that is internationally recog- 
nized and locally based. This exhibit is 
an excellent example of what Science 
North does best — bringing real sci- 
ence to the public. 


The Big Nickel Mine and Path of 
Discovery bus tour achieved record at- 
tendance over the year, attracting 
78,382 visitors compared with 72,202 
in 1986 and 68,312 during the 1985 
operating season. 

Major improvements were made 
at the Mine for the improved comfort 
and safety of visitors. A $40,000 grant 
under Section 38 of the U.I.C. Act was 
obtained to bolt and screen portions of 
its underground roof and to create a 
leveller and wider nonslip walkway. 
The Mine also improved the authentic- 
ity of its exhibits by installing core serv- 
ices, Signage, and equipment donated 
by Inco Limited to further enhance a 
unique underground experience. 

Inco Ltd. also supported the Path 
of Discovery bus tour, which includes 
stops at the company's surface nickel 
processing facilities. Pensioners 
employed by the company assisted 
tour guides with tour content and qual- 
ity, as well as group control and safety. 
During the Fall, when student employ- 
ees returned to school, Science North 
hired the pensioners to act as tour 
guides, much to the delight of senior 
citizens who make up a majority of the 
tour's autumn market. The Path of 
Discovery also received company 
donations of up to 5,000 safety glasses, 
souvenir pamphlets and mineral 
sample cards. 


The visibility of the Swap Shop - 
Science North's trading centre of natu- 
ral objects - underwent dramatic im- 
provement upon its relocation fromthe 
second level of the exhibit building to 
the third level, across from the closely 
related Biosphere area. The change of 
location has proved positive for this ex- 
tremely popular exhibit, attracting 4,000 
people who have actively traded at the 
Swap Shop at various times of the 
year. 

Trading of "natural" items in the 
Swap Shop is based on apoint system. 
The amount of points awarded an item 


is based on frequency of occurrence 
and overallcondition and appearance. 
Also of great importance is the amount 
of knowledge the trader has of the 
item. Responsible collecting is en- 
couraged and any help collectors may 
need, such as information about speci- 
men preparation or identification, is 
gladly offered. Tools such as micro- 
scopes, field guides and some local 
reference specimens are available for 
a personal approach to scientific dis- 
covery. 


Science North's Education unit 
achieved a phenomenal increase in 
attendance by visiting school groups 
over the fiscal year. During the year, 
36,755 schoolchildren took advantage 
ofthe centre's scientific resources, com- 
pared with 23,291 during 
the previous report- 
ing period.

Much of the increase was due to 
school memberships. A donation by 
the Sudbury Chapter of Caisse Popu- 
laire to the Sudbury Roman Catholic 
Separate School Board and Sudbury 

Board of Education enabled 
41 elementary level 


French language schools to purchase 
Science North memberships. The Eng- 
lish section of the Separate School 
Board also purchased memberships 
on behalf of its English language 
schools as did individual public schools. 

The centre offered an expanded 
slate of special school programs to its 
growing audience, but educational pro- 
gramming at Science North is not lim-

ited to schools. "Discovery Camp", a 
fully developed program of leisure 
learning, was sold out during the 
summer of 1987. These week-long 
day camps, offered in English and 
French, expose 8 to 11 year old chil- 
dren to all areas of science. Each day 
brings new challenges and surprises, 
such as building acompass, planting a 
butterfly garden, panning for gold or 





building a musical instrument. 

Science North also pioneered its 
first overnight science camp for chil- 
dren during the March school break. 
From 7 p.m. to 8:30 a.m. the following 
day, a host of lighthearted science 
activities made this a holiday highlight 
for excited "night owls." Supervised by 
Science North staff, the camp included 
science-related activities such as: 
"Hovercraft" relays, stargazing, 
weather observations, sleep-less test- 
ing and science olympics. This first 
attempt was completely sold out anda 
waiting list of potential campers was 
kept for future camp-ins. 


Outreach 

Science North has taken its edu- 
cational programming on the road with 
an Outreach Program which presents 
live, participatory shows to enthusias- 
tic audiences across Northern Ontario. 
Outreach staff used a variety of special 
grants to develop four travelling pres- 
entations related to Science North's 
exhibit spheres - the Air Show (Atmos- 
phere), Live Appearances (Biosphere), 
a Rock Concert (Geosphere), and a 
Star Party (Astrosphere). 

Inthe summer of 1987, an Experi- 
ence grant funded the delivery of 96 
presentations in 16 Northern Ontario 
Provincial Parks. Grants from the 
Ministry of Culture and Communica- 
tions took the show to 6,300 students 
in Thunder Bay and to Cree children in 
the remote James Bay and Hudson 
Bay coastal communities of Ka- 
shechewan, Attawapiskat and Pea- 
wanuk. 

A highlight of the year was Science 
North's participation at the Franco- 
phone Summit held in Québec City. 
Science North was one of only three 
agencies of the Ministry of Culture and 
Communications chosen to exhibit in 
the Ontario Pavilion. An estimated 
34,000 people stopped to visit Jean- 
neau the beaver and chat with bilin- 
gual Science North staff during the 10 
day event. 


Science North special events have 
been the stuff dreams are made of - to 
meetthe world's greatest adventurers, 
to be the first in Canada to see high 
technology in action, and to see the 
birth of a long lasting tradition. 

The summer of 1987 marked the 
introduction of a major new tourist event 
for Northeastern Ontario, the first 
annual Rusty Blakey Heritage Air Show. 
Science North organized the show 
which featured spectacular static and 
aerial displays of vintage float planes, 
military aircraft, and Ministry of Natural 
Resources waterbombers. Thousands 
attended the two day event, held at the 
centre and along the shores of Ram- 
sey Lake. 

Ramsey Lake is also the centre of 
Sudbury's annual winter carnival, the 
Snowflake Festival. The carnival is 
organized by local volunteers, sup- 
ported by the City of Sudbury, and 
attracts thousands of residents. As a 
partner in the event, Science North 
provides winter-oriented programming. 

Last December, Science North 
made a major effort to further boost 
winter attendance with overwhelming 
success. The Canadian premiere of 
"Laser Christmas”, a high tech sound 
and light show, attracted an audience 
of over 6,000 during a one week pe- 
riod. 

The centre's special events also 
attracted a wide school audience. A 
fun-filled Hallowe'en show, with a sci- 
entific twist, delighted hundreds of 
children as did "The Science of Sound" 
which integrated activities in Science 
North exhibit areas with live musical 
performances in the Cavern. 

Science North hosted a number of 
distinguished speakers over the year, 
including Sir Edmund Hillary who en- 
thralled a sold-out audience with the 
story of his thrilling ascent of Mount 
Everest. Members and visitors also 
turned out in force to hear Martin F. 
Bowen's "In Search of the Titanic", a 
fascinating reenactment of the search 
for the doomed luxury ocean liner. 

A Sudbury estate committed 
$50,000 in 1987 to establish a speak- 


ers’ fund at Science North. Interest the public to enjoy internationally 
from the fund will help members and renowned presentations.

Staff Development

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Science North's focus on staff de- 
velopment throughout the year helped 
to achieve its mandate to provide a 
stimulating, bilingual program of for- 
mal and leisure learning. 

A two-week period in March saw 
28 full-time staff complete the Ministry 
of Tourism and Recreation's "Hospital- 
ity and Training Seminar", whichis de- 
signed to teach proper hospitality tech- 
niques to those employed in the tour- 
ismindustry. Allnew andsummer staff 
of Science North now receive this train- 
ing and graduate as "tourism profes- 
sionals". 

French language training 
classes were offered to improve the 
Frenchlanguage abilities of the centre's 
staff. A total of 24 staff members at- 
tended the French language training 
classes, offered by Lecentre des jeunes 
(Sudbury's francophone cultural centre) 
which lasted from October to June. 

AVolunteer Management Semi- 
nar was held in February in order to en- 
hance the working relationship between 
staff and volunteers. All full-time staff 
attended the "Developing Volunteer 
Excellence" seminar where they dis- 
cussed such topics as: recruitment, 
orientation, supervision, evaluation and 
recognition. 

Training seminars in both First 
Aid and CPR were offered in conjunc- 
tion with Cambrian College of Applied 
Arts and Technology. Upon comple- 
tion of the spring training seminars, 
50% of the centre's staff were qualified 
in First Aid and 45% in CPR. 

Other programs offered by Cam- 
brian College in which Science North 
participated include: Time Manage- 
ment, May | Help You and various skill 
oriented programs dealing with super- 
visory, general management and dele- 
gation skills.

Science North introduced two new 
categories to its membership program 
aimed at serving the business commu- 
nity and residents of Northeastern 
Ontario. 

The launch of a new "Gold Card" 
category attracted over 90 businesses 
and professionals at a cost of $250 per 
membership. In return, cardholders 
receive special membership privileges 
including one free Cavern booking, 


Successful fundraising efforts over 
the past year gave aconsiderable boost 
to Science North exhibit development. 

A volunteer Gourmet Dinner com- 
mittee reached its goal in January to 
raise $50,000 over five years for Sci- 
ence North exhibits. The committee's 
annual fundraiser has 
proven so popular that

Science North was successful in 
obtaining a grant of $55,000 from the 
Ministry of Culture and Communica- 
tions for a Northern Membership Cam- 
paign. In order to fulfill the centre's 
mandate to service all residents of 
Northern Ontario, an extensive cam- 
paign was launched in early Spring to

Science North received two grants 
from the Secretary of State for the 
promotion of its French language serv- 
ices.

Science North now has a total of 
eight membership categories, repre- 
senting approximately 1,310 active 
supporters in the past fiscal year. 


New school 
programs were developed in French 
as well as a series of special events tar- 
geteddirectly tothe Francophonecom- 
munity. 

A $20,000 grant through this Min- 
istry literally put the Outreach program 
"on the road", allowing staff to rent a 
custom-fitted van for the transportation 
of live animals and to purchase equip- 
ment and defray travel expenses. 

A$50,000 grantthrough the Minis- 
try of Northern Development and Mines 
enabled Science North to hire 12 stu- 
dents from communities in Northeas- 
tern Ontario to work as science dem- 
onstrators during the summer months. 
The grant covers student wages and 
accommodations, and provides young 
people with an excellent opportunity to 
work in a stimulating, educational 
environment. 

Additional staff were hired under a 
$45,000 federal Job Development grant 
for maintenance improvements and 
some development of the centre's 
audio-visual and electronic systems. 

Other grants received include a 
Northern membership grant of $55,000 
(mentioned in the Membership sec- 
tion) as wellas a$50,000 commitment 
to establish aspeakers fund at Science 
North as described in the Special 
Events section.

Science North continued its ag- 
gressive approach to marketing in 
1987-88, targeting the general touring 
public, school groups, and the motor 
coach industry in its five major markets 
of the Sudbury Region, Northern On- 
tario, Southern Ontario, other prov- 
inces, and the United States. 

The 1987 marketing campaign was 
concentrated within a 200 km radius of 
Sudbury to improve cost effectiveness 
and to capture traffic already in the 
area for reasons other than to visit 
Science North. As advertising costs 
are much less in Northern Ontario than 
Metro Toronto, the centre's media 
Campaign saturated a market reaching 
from Timmins in the north to Barrie in 
thesouth. Media buys were purchased 
on a two-for-one basis in a co-opera- 
tive effort with Cavalier Beverages, bot- 
tlers of Pepsi-Cola. A radio trivia con- 
test, sponsored by Mid-Canada Com- 
munications Ltd. and an independent 
broadcaster in Sault Ste. Marie, proved 
very successful in extending Science 
North's reach and encouraging active 
audience participation. 

A creative campaign, projecting a 
“fun/exciting/ mystery" image, was fea- 
tured on billboards, posters, and bro- 
chures. Billboard locations were in- 
creased last year to entice cottagers 
and touring motorists already in the 
region to Science North. As in previ- 
ous years, brochures and posters were 
distributed within a 200 km radius of 
Sudbury by summer students, as well 
as to other attractions and tourist infor- 
mation centres in southern Ontario. 

Co-operative coupon programs 
were also used last year to reach the 
touring public. Discount coupons were 
distributed at provincial parks within a 
200 km radius, as well as through 
Texaco Canada, Cavalier Beverages, 
Ontario Northland Railway, and the 
30,000 Island Cruise in Parry Sound. 

Media relations efforts in North- 
ern and Southern Ontario continued 
during the reporting period. As a re- 
sult, Science North received a great 
deal of favourable exposure in such 
national publications as the Globe & 


Mail and Toronto Star, as well as 
through local and regional media. 
Science North also retained a 
presence in Southern Ontario through 
continued participation in retail travel 


shows and co-operative print media 
buys. As well, the centre participated 
in motor coach industry marketplaces 
in Canada and the United States to 
penetrate the group tour market. 





Several capital projects to improve 
public facilities and services were 
completed in the past year. 

In order to improve the aesthetics 
of the entrance area, Science North's 
lobby and administration offices un- 
derwent renovations. A lobby stair- 
way, leading to the administrative area 
and the centre's restaurant, was relo- 
cated to improve customer access to 
the admissions desk, and to increase 
visibility of the gift shop and cafeteria. 


Expansion of the administrative area 
included improvements to the centre's 
working environment. 

Science North's promotional efforts 
received a major boost with the instal- 
lation of a$135,000 electronic sign on 
the corner of one of Sudbury's busiest 
thoroughfares. The computer con- 
trolled electronic message board was

General 

Science North is an Agency of Her 
Majesty created under the Science 
North Act, 1986 by the Ontario Legisla- 
tive Assembly. The principal activities 
of Science North (hereinafter referred 
to as the “Centre”) include the opera- 
tion of an exhibition centre demon- 
strating the relationships between sci- 
ence and technology and everyday life 
to tourists and visitors to Northern 
Ontario andthe surrounding communi- 
ties. 


Summary of Significant Reporting 
Practices and Accounting Policies 


Significant Reporting Practices 


The financial statements of the Centre 
have been prepared by management 
in accordance with generally accepted 
accounting principles with the follow- 
ing exceptions: 


1. Depreciation is not recorded in the 
accounts and the cost of replacements 
are accounted for as charges against 
the fund to which they pertain. 


ll. Capital grants, donations, and 
pledges other than for specific pur- 
poses are accounted for on a cash 
basis. 


Ill. Vacation pay is provided for in the 
accounts to the extent of part-time and 
non-permanent employees only. 


Because the Centre receives funding 
for special purposes as well as for 
operational purposes, the financial 
statements are presented in a manner 
which segregates the following fund 
balances. 


I. Expendable Funds, consisting of: 
a) General funds, which present the 


day-to-day demonstrative, administra- 
tive and maintenance operations ofthe 


Centre. Costs incurred by the fund 
relating directly to other funds are ac- 
counted for as atransfer between funds. 


b) Capital funds, which present those 
funds made available for capital acqui- 
sitions, replacements and enhance- 
ments through government grants, do- 
nations and certain special fundraising 
activities. Unexpended capital funds 
represent budgeted capital expendi- 
tures not yet incurred. Unfinanced 
capital represents capital expenditures 
made but not yet financed. 


C) Special funds, which present those 
funds provided by granting agencies, 
benefactors and contracts, the expen- 
diture of whichis restricted to a specific 
purpose. The fund also includes pro- 
ceeds from the sale of any exhibits. 


ll. Endowment Funds, consisting of: 


Endowment funds provided by the 
Province of Ontario or any other bene- 
factor which are restricted as to pur- 
pose and expendability. Only interest 
earned on such endowed funds may 
be expended and in most cases is 
restricted to a specific purpose. 


Significant Accounting Policies 


These financial statements are pre- 
pared in accordance with the following 
significant accounting policies: 


Investment Valuation 


Investments are recorded at the lower 
of cost and market value. 


Capital Assets 


Capital assets are stated at cost or fair 
market value if donated. The excep- 
tion to this policy is the Bell Grove land 
donated to the Centre by the City of 
Sudbury. No amount has been as- 
signed to this asset. 


Capital assets purchased from grants 
and donations are included as capital 


assets with a corresponding increase 
in investment in capital assets. 


Replacements of existing capital as- 
sets are charged to expendable capital 
funds and are not reflected on the bal- 
ance sheet. 


Investment Income 


The Centre allocates investment in- 
come earned on the following bases: 


I. on general funds 
- to the General Fund 


Il. on capital funds 
- to the General Fund 


Ill. on special funds 
- to the Special Fund 


IV. on endowment funds 
- to the Endowment Fund 


Le Endowment Funds 

Pursuant to the terms of the 
various endowment agreements, 
ihe Centre is obliged to invest 
the funds and maintain the prin- 
cipal intact. Interest earned on 
these funds is expendable in ac- © 
cordance with the specific agree- 
ments. 


2: Economic Dependence 
Pursuant to the Act which estab- 
lished Science North, the Centre 
receives capital and annual op- 
erating assistance fromthe Prov- 
ince of Ontario which has the 
power to appoint the Board of 
Trustees who in turn manage 
the affairs of the Centre. 


3. Capital Funds 

The Centre has capital pledges 
receivable outstanding at March 
31, 1988 in the amount of 
$115,000. In accordance with 
the Centre’s accounting policy 
this amount is not recorded in 
the accounts. 
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
